For Defence of-U. S. 


An increase of nearly 300 per cent 
over the sum spent last year for big 
guns, coast fortifications and ordnance 
included in the “preparedness” scheme 
is asked for in the fortification bills 
before the United States congress. 
Last year $6,060,216 was spent; this 
year $23,305,128 is asked. : 

‘The bill provides for $2,533,000 for 
new coast defence works and itemized 
18 emplacements to be constructed “as 
against eight built last year.

Germans Exaggerate 
British Casualties 


The British and French troops suc- 
cessfully carried out their retirement 
from Serbia across the Greek frontier 
and by an arrangement with the 
Greek government a clear road has 
been left for them to fall back on Sa- 
loniki, which is being organized as a 
base. 

The German official report claims 
that “approximately two English 
divisions were annihilated” during the 
retirement, but this is considered an 
exaggeration. Accounts from Athens 
and Saloniki say the retreat was car- 
ried out in an orderly manner, and 
without heavy losses. “By the destruc; 
tion of railway bridges and roads, and 
zy stubborn rearguard actions, in one 
of which two companies of an Irish 
regiment sacrificed themselves to save 
their comrades, the Bulggarians were 
kept at a fairly safe distance.
